Some Interesting Correspondence 
From Our Files 
Dear Paul Clancy: 

In your September issue of “American 
Astrology” you give the solar horoscope for 
the motion picture industry, with a short 
analysis of same. As this is so near my own 
birthdate, (May 17, 1894—Scranton, Pa.) I 
am deeply concerned about some of the 
things you say. 

Allowing for any certain solar house of 
mine to be one beyond that of Aries, I, as 
a Taurean can say that you made that Mo- 
tion Picture Industry analysis a very person- 
al one for me. 

When Neptune trotted into my department 
of “heart ties” in 1928, I began in that 
December to suffer. 

First, the death of my mother, (an Arian) 
and in January 1929 my dear old “granny” 
(two deaths within a month there). 


In 1930 (March) my husband died—and in 


1931 a beloved uncle died in January. Left 
with but a distant aunt, I formed new “heart 
ties’ and in February 24, 1931 I married

At that time, as now, I knew nothing of 
astrology, but I was always more or less 
interested in the forecasts written by Stella 
King of Los Angeles.

From 1927 my finances started downward, 
and with everything happening all at once I 
landed at the bottom—and without a bounce.

Your magazine seems to me to be a happy 
combination of instruction and entertainment, 
and if it teaches folks and makes them think, 
they're sure to become curious. 

When I purchased my first copy of “Amer- 
ican Astrology” I was in a reckless mood, 
for it took one of our very few quarters, but 
that must have been a day which was very 
good for investments for I have never ceased 
to get returns on that 25 cents. 

Your general forecast for Taurus was 
especially accurate, and I was just lucky 
enough to discover the magazine in time to 
get my own general forecast. 

When I purchased the July issue, we were 
still very much on the rocks financially, and 
my usually generous husband looked a few 
questions when I displayed such wild aban- 
don with the family coins. 

However, I read aloud to him the daily 
individual guide for me and for him. (His 
sign is Capricorn), born on December 27, 
1900. . 

When I came to the 24th of July, he laugh- 
ed out loud at any stranger bringing “good 
news” to our home. (Under Taurus.) 

Neither of us at that time could under- 
stand the “secret happiness indicated” for 
that date. 

Then I read his for July 24, and he simply 
refused to believe that there was any “good 
fortune in business matters” left in the world. 

Well, to make a long story short, on July 
24, a stranger came with the phone message 
that he was to come to work on the 26th! 

A few days later, I received a letter from 
a celebrated violinist who was a friend of 
mine about twenty years ago. Naturally I 
was very very happy to hear from him. The 
letter was dated July 24th. That was the 
secret happiness coming—at least it was (at 
the time he was writing it) a secret to me. 

On July 3lst (as you forecasted for me) 
I received the gift of a beautiful photograph 
from him, which was entirely unexpected. 

You predicted (in that same July issue) in 
the genera! indications for Taurus, “the 
shadow of death” about July 14th. 

It did not come at that time, and when it 
did come it was not in my home as you said, 
but it was uncomfortably close to my home. 





On August 2nd, a neighbor was struck 
dead by lightning right before my eyes, and 
naturally I was terribly upset. But the shadow 
you spoke of certainly was a true one. 

In your August issue, in Taurus general 
indications, your Lunar month forecast was 
too terribly true. 

Your “First Quarter” forecast p. 16 told 
me to be careful about accidents. I was 
cautious, during that week, but I was finally 
“overtaken” later. On September 9, my hus- 
band took me for a drive on the beautiful 
highway between Belpre and Marietta. Com- 
ing back I became very nervous for some 
unaccountable reason and as it was fairly 
light, by moon, I asked that he let me out to 
walk a little. He demurred about me walk- 
ing on the highway alone, as the only light 
there was came from a somewhat cloudy 
moon and the speeding cars, but I would 
have ‘my way about what I wanted to do: so 
after he told me that he was going to follow 
as soon as I got out of his sight, he left me 
out. 

There seemed no danger as I was walking 
on the grassy burm at the side of the road 
and it is very wide. 

I had walked away from my husband about 
two city blocks, when all at once something 
hit me, and hit as if it meant it. I found 
myself painfully tangled up in a bicycle which 
had been hit by an oncoming speeding car, 
and the young boy 18 years old who had been 
riding it (without lights) was lying there 
beside me dead. I got up before anyone 
could get to us, and though I am pretty bad- 
ly bruised I am not hurt. (I am fairly used 
to being thrown from the spirited jumpers I 
used to have, and I guess I can take a lot of 
punishment without it hurting me.) But in 
my Sept. Lunar month you forecast “a note 

of tragedy”—well, even your enemies would 
have to admit you know your stars. 

It was about 1:30 A. M. Sunday morning 
(Aug. 10th) when this happened. 

As for the daily individual guide, there 
is occasionally a slight deviation in the dates 
on which things happen, but taken by the 
week, everything has been truly forecasted 
by you. Sometimes an event might take 
place a day before or after you say, but when 
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all summed up at the end of the week it has 
all happened. 

Please get me right on this Mr. Clancy, I 
have utmost respect for astrology, and in 
nowise do I consider it “fortune telling.” 

Nothing makes me angrier than to have 
people unthinkingly compare it with “fortune 
telling.” 

Nor am I ever so utterly disgusted with 
the human race as when they are “too smart 
to learn”—even when experience proves that 
astrology is truth. 

It isn’t that I am generally intolerant, but 
when astrology says “watch out for so and 
so,” and then so and so happens, what ex- 
cuse is there for unbelief? 

There are many of your terms which I can- 
not understand, and I would like to be able 
to read them more intelligently. For in- 
stance: 

What do you mean when you say a planet 
forms a “Trine” with another? 

And where is the “Cusp” of a house? 

And what is the meaning of “Forming a 
Sextile?” 

Those words and their meaning as applied 
to astrology have me confused, for as I un- 
derstood the words, their meaning as applied 
to planets is beyond me. 

I want to understand the meaning of every 
word in your magazine, and I feel sure that 
there are others like me. 

Since “all things are to you unfolded” you 
know that at present I cannot have you cast 
my horoscope, but I’m saving toward that 
end, no matter how little; I am so anxious 
to have the protection that it offers. 

My husband, and a few others who were 
thoughtless enough to regard astrology as a 
superstition are beginning to half heartedly 
admit that “maybe there is something—” it 
is all very well not to be too credulous about 
things, but I cannot understand why folks 
won't accept facts. 

When my mother was taken from me I 
was so bewildered and stricken that I had 
to look around for something to hang to. The 
Bible had not done what it had promised. 
It had failed me, for my mother who was 
everything in the world to me, and whom I 
spent my life trying to make happy, was 
taken from me. (We were unusually close— 
I was an only child) yet a few days after my 
mother had gone, I read in the paper where 
a man had been jailed for beating his mother! 





Yet he could have a mother, and I couldn't. 
Another woman who kept her aged mother 
was forever complaining about the extra care 
and upkeep etc. 

Yet her mother (unwillingly enough) had 
to live until she was 85, while my mother 
who had everything she wanted had to be 
taken at 59 yrs. 

My mother was so necessary to me—she 
was my incentive to accomplish, my pal, my 
wise critic: yet down the street from me lived 
a woman who was a detriment to her family 
for she was drunk most of the time, didn’t 
give them the care that a child welfare 
would, and was something for them to be 
ashamed of instead of to cherish. 

I thought God had played me a pretty dirty 
trick. Certainly it wasn’t consistent with the 
justice that I had been taught by the Bible 
to expect. 

Just then a woman had a baby. She wanted 
it so terribly, and was in a position to give 
it everything that it needed, and a whole lot 
that it might want. 

She planned and waited and finally suffered 
the tortures of Hell—only to lose it two days 
after it was born. Those things naturally 
made me ask “why?” 

The Bible couldn’t tell me. All I got from 
the Bible was “you'll take this and like it.” 
A lot of “don’ts” and threats. No reasons 
given at all for the needless and unfair de- 
struction and unhappiness. 

You can see I was in a rather dangerous 
frame of mind. Had it not been because of 
my utter helplessness (since I had nothing 
to hold onto) I ddn’t know just what the re- 
sults would have been on my life. 

I belong to the Episcopal Church—but it 
seemed to me at that time that all I heard 
was that I was damned for being born in sin 
(after the Bible says “mu!tiply”) and I had 
several heated arguments with my minister 
about the whole thing. 

Then one day I picked up one of my books 
and wandered onto Sir Edwin Arnold’s 
translation of the “Bhagavad Gita” it gave 
me a God again. I had a philosophy that 
would sustain me in the hardest of times. It 
appealed to what small intelligence I had by 
telling me that one suffers by their sins in- 
stead of for them. 

It gave what a had been searching for— 
reasons—and I could do little else than ac- 
cept it. 

To me, astrology is consistent with that 
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divine justice and perfection of the scheme 

of creation. I cannot understand a God who 

would create only to destroy, and who, after 
having created would have no system for his 
scheme. 

Yet until one does go into astrology and 
recognize it as truth, there is no apparent 
scheme to anything. It all looks like a bunch 
of accident. Only a God could make any- 
thing so precise, so perfect. 

I like too, the idea of a general God, rather 
than a personal one. It is more in line with 
things as they happen. 

You see, while I know nothing of the— 
technique—of astrology, day after day it 
proves itself as the science of nature. It 
shows me that nothing is accident, nothing 
unimportant and futile. Your book has meant 
much to me, and I would no more miss a 
copy of it than deprive myself of food. 

Were it possib'e I would subscribe immed- 
iate'y, but for the good it has done me I try 
to pay back by getting others interested in it. 
[ console myself with the memory of five 
different ones who are buying it because of 
my efforts. 

Things are better of course than they were, 
and I hope it won’t be too long before I can 
have enough for my horoscope.

Mr. Clancy, I wish you would mention in 
your magazine, (for the benefit of those who 
imagine that astrology is some new kind of 
religion I’m trying to choke down their 
throats) that nothing your book contains is 
contrary to scriptural teachings. Rather that 
it is a reconciler of a!l divergent systems of 
religion, because it gives no place for bigotry, 
it need not be accepted upon blind faith, and 
that it proves its truth to anyone who wants 
to find out about it. 

I cannot understand how, if people believe 
so much in God, they can deny His beautiful 
calm impartial system of life for each, which 
astrology is. 

Only God could devise such a perfect pre- 
cise system, and it seems to me that if peop!e 
have as much love for him as they pretend, 
they would surely be interested in his mar- 
velous scheme of creation. 

Not to accept astrology is to confess that 
one believes in a God that they read about in 
a book: a God whom they blame (without 
any understanding) for all their sorrows and 
griefs by saying “it is His will’: a God who 
inspires fear, rather than love, to whom they 
hang on because they haven't quite got the 
nerve to do otherwise. 

There is no superstition or fear connected 
with astro!ogy. It sells itself to the mind as 
well as the heart, and it inspires a deep 
reverence and love for God: which is a great 
deal more than theology does. 

But a number of otherwise intelligent (?) 
people seem to have the idea that astrology 
and God are antagonistic to eath other, and 
that to accept it means that God must be 
pushed out the back door as astrology comes 
in the front. 

The most religious person can give no rea- 
son for the stars being there, except adorn- 
ment. They imply by their attitude that 
creation is accidental in parts, (the stars 
probably just being scattered around to look 
at) but that after one gets here that God is 
right on the job to work overtime to some 
on the punishment. Not much of a compli- 
ment to Him, when he has created a beauti- 
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ful scheme of precision, (apparent to all who 
will seek it out) for their guidance and pro- 
tection.

are merely effects rather should you STUDY 
CAUSES, (your own natural tendencies, as 
revealed by your Horoscope) in relation to 
present circumstances (environment) and 
when you properly understand and specialize 
this relationship events will take care of 
themselves. The whole prob‘em of individ- 
ual life is adequate adjustment of the individ- 
ual to his environment. 

A very good analogy of the relationship 
existing between the Individual, his environ- 
ment and any event in the life of the individ- 
ual may be found in the Chemical Labora- 
tory where, the Acid, the Base and the Salt, 
three basic substances with a very similar 
relationship are in almost constant use. The 
Chemist mixes Hydrochloric Acid with Sod- 
ium Hydrate and produces Sodium Chloride 
(common table Salt). If he mixes this same 
Hydrochloric Acid with Potassium Hydrate 
he derives therefrom Potassium Chloride 
(still a Salt but quite a different substance 
in its specific applications). However the 
Chemist if given a certain acid cannot from 
that alone tell you what salt he may derive 
therefrom unless the Base is also specified. 
No more can the Astro‘oger tell you what 
event may befall from your Horoscope alone 
unless the environmental conditions past and 
present (your educational, professional and 
domestic background). He may, like a 
chemist go so far as to say this will be a 
Chloride or a Sulphate etc. but the particular 
sa't to be obtained cannot be specified with- 
out exact knowledge of the Base (Environ 
ment) upon which the Acid (Hordscope) is 
to react.

what a tremendous task faces the Astro‘oger 
in his efforts to be of practical assistance to 
humanity. The problem being rendered more 
difficult for the individual Astrologer by rea 
son that for many centuries Astrologers have 
spent so much time Star Gazing and so little 


above it may be appreciated 


time in really scientific research, with the 
result that we can receive very little assist- 
ance or reliable guidance from existent texts. 
It is only in recent years that Astrology has 
been approached in the scientific spirit but it 
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is encouraging to reflect on the progress that 
has been made in this short time. 

Question—Will you please let me know 
whether the duration of the influence due 
to any given aspect is independent of the 
size, distance and velocity of the Planet con- 
cerned, or whether it varies with any or all 
of these factors and approximately at what 
ratio. 

Answer—In answering this question you 
must understand that I am advancing a 
personal opinion based upon a reasonable 
consideration of the matter and such exper- 
ience as I have personal'y had in judging these 
influences. This however cannot be ad- 
vanced as the fruit of extended research or 
a statistical compilation of facts. It is my 
judgment that the intensity of an aspect does 
vary with the size and velocity of the Planet 
concerned but so far as I know this potential 
power does not vary with these factors and 
apparently their influence is not directly 
modified in any way by the distance of the 
Planet from the Earth or the Sun. It ap- 
pears that the more distant planets are 
equally powerful in effect with those that 
are closer to the Earth but the influence of 
these more distant planets seems to be much 
less intense and more subtle—diffused and 
shall we say comprehensive in scope by 
reason of the influence being diffused over a 
more extended period. 

Even as it requires a longer time for these 
more distant planets to complete an aspect 
(by reason of their relatively slower motion) 
so does it appear to require a longer period 
for the events proceeding from these aspects 
to mature yet this does not seem to involve 
any corresponding weakness in the potential 
power influence for at various times during 
this period (in accordance with the Minor 
influences, from time to time) the effects of 
these major aspects may be quite drastic. 
This is suggestive of great potential power 
which accumulates rapidly while being held 
as it were in suspension. 

Question—Is it possible to know accurate- 
ly whether a person has been married before 
and what Astrological Data is necessary to 
verify this fact. 

Answer—I am well aware that claims are 
made by many Astrologers that they can 
do (and have done) this and even more 
wonderful things but these claims always 
seem to me to be quite extravagant to say the 





least. I feel the same way about the amaz- 
ing achievements of these Miracle Men as I 
do about the Indian Rope Trick—I have 
never witnessed the Indian Rope Trick. As 
a matter of fact I tell you frankly there is 
nothing in the Science of Astrology that I 
study that will permit me to tell anyone 
ACCURATELY what he has done or will 
do. In the matter of prediction. Astrology 
is “A Science of Probabilities.” I can judge 
what in the natural course of events the in- 
dividual probably would do under any given 
circumstances, but cannot be sure that he 
would react in just that way for always there 
is in the background the Astrological “X’— 
the (individual) Human Will—that is very 
likely to upset at any moment our most care- 
ful calculations. It is a fact that only a 
limited number of persons appear to have any 
Will Power to speak of and most people do 
seem to drift with the stream of life yet even 
the weakest are likely at any moment to 
show a surprising reversal of form. It all 
depends upon the environmental circum- 
stances under which the individual may find 
himself at any moment.

GENERAL INDICATIONS 

The square of Mercury with Saturn Octo- 
ber 13th should operate to hold prices down 
to a very conservative level during the first 
half of October at least and in my opinion 
October 19 should mark a turning point.

issue of American Astrology regarding the 
position of Saturn relative to these matters 
at this time—Saturn entering the financial 
department of the yearly Horoscope early 
in September should, throughout the balance 
of the year act as a steadying and stabiliz- 
ing influence upon general business. It will 
tend to hold all financial affairs down to a 
conservative level. At times this may even 
appear to delay and interfere with progress 
but it should certainly promote safety.

MERCURY 

JUPITER trine MERCURY. Some posi- 
tion may be offered at this time having to do 
with literary work. This position may be in 
a book shop, in a publishing house, or he may 
develop as a writer himself under this trine. 
The mind is at ease, he has an optimistic 
viewpoint, consequently many things come 
his way. 

JUPITER conjunct MERCURY. Clear 
thinking. The native is given much to study. 
May be a journey or change in business. 
Everything is gone into with zest. 

JUPITER square or opposition MER- 
CURY. Native is given to deceive where 
money is concerned. Slides over business af- 
fairs. Proper depth is not given to anything. 
May give unasked advice. He will meddle in 
other people’s affairs and be untruthful about 
his own. 


VENUS 
JUPITER trine VENUS. Love of or 
benefit through a rich woman. Good for any 


work having to do with young people also 
for such as may have to do with entertain- 
ment. Pleasures through music, the theatre, 
art. Courtship. Good for social engage- 
ments, health, trips, etc. 
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JUPITER conjunct VENUS. The native 
will find himself surrounded by those who 
love the beautiful. Will find happiness in the 
society of others. Artistic, charitable. 

JUPITER square or opposition VENUS. 
Misunderstandings and quarrels brought 
about by women or a woman. Unfortunate 
for money matters. Reckless behavior. Given 
to talking too much about past conquests. 


MARS 

JUPITER trine MARS. More money can 
be expected through occupation, to which the 
native gives all his strength and energy. 
Great activity and steadiness of purpose. 

JUPITER conjunct MARS. Overly op- 
timistic not backed by anything substantial. 
High enthusiasm which quickly passes seem- 
ing to burn itself out. Emotional. Not sure 
in his own mind what he does want. May 
have exaggerated views and prove too fiery 
for common sense folk. 

JUPITER square or opposition MARS. 
Native may abuse the kindnesses of others 
and belittle them to any who will listen. 
Nervous disorders. Hot temper. Legal 
troubles. Heavy losses and undue expenses 
probably brought about by a woman. 


JUPITER 


JUPITER trine JUPITER. Life moves 
on oiled wheels. Benefits and happiness 
coming from the house where Jupiter is 
placed in the natal chart. 

JUPITER conjunct JUPITER. Under 
this aspect the native could worship a sun- 
beam. Glad to be alive and knows the full 
joy of living. Wants to feel necessary to 
people so that he can help them. 

JUPITER square or opposition JUPI- 
TER. Unsure of himself. Unhappy, dis- 
satisfied. Loss of money. May be loss of 
position. May lose friends whom he will bore 
by his woeful tale of “Poor me.” If he is not 
ill, he may imagine himself so, which is 


worse. 
SATURN 


JUPITER trine SATURN. May be gain 
through lands. Benefits come from those 
who are older than the native, such as: 
grandparents, father, older brother or hus- 
band. Help through superiors in occupation. 
His outlook on life will be thoughtful. Care- 
ful of money. 

JUPITER conjunct SATURN. The 
friends of the native may be suffering grief 
through death, loss of position, or ill health; 
he will come to their assistance and help 
them in such ways as lie within his power. 
He will be charitable and loan money to old 
friends and help elderly people. 

JUPITER square or opposition SATURN. 
Loss of money through grandparents, father, 
husband or those older than the native. The 
native is bound to meet someone much older 
than himself, who is very charming but look- 
ing out only for his own ends, and will cause 
the native to lose a great deal of money. 


Money loaned at this time will never be re- 
funded; even when the chart is by progress 
under better aspects, money loaned during 
this period is gone forever. 


URANUS 


JUPITEFP trine URANUS. May be gain 
through 2 invention. Interest in astrology 
or occultism.

JUPITER conjunct URANUS. It is pos- 
sible under this conjunction the native will 
leave his church of old established customs, 
and enter some new church such as Christian 
Science, Unity, Theosophy, etc., or like Amos 
and Andy become one of the followers of 
Prince Ali Bendo. 

JUPITER square or opposition URAN-

JUPITER conjunct NEPTUNE. The 
native should have a most unusual love affair 
under this conjunction. He will meet a 
charmingly artistic person, possibly an artist. 
But there are bound to be complications of 
some sort, such as; a Neptunian disease 
(consumption), or the person may be mar- 
ried and owing to religion, it is impossible to 
break the marriage vows, again there may be 
insanity in the family. But for some reason, 
beautiful as the affair is, there will probably 
be some drastic complication which makes 
marriage impossible. 

JUPITER square or opposition NEP- 
TUNE. The native may spend much money 
on drinking, drugs and reckless living; car- 
ing little for the outcome of the whole affair.

Nineteen hundred and twenty-eight to 1942 
inclusive Neptune in transit through Virgo 
will infuse the Neptunian qualities of ideal- 
ism, mysticism, and at times, chaos and con- 
fusion into the Professional life of those born 
in the sign Sagittaries. 

Those born in November have, no doubt 
already felt the full effect of this transit 
which may not yet be felt in fullest measure 
by those born during December. Granted 
that your Birthdate is within the period given 
above (November 23 to December 21 if you 
will add ONE YEAR to the year 1928 for 
each TWO DAYS that your Birthdate is 
later than November 23 you will arrive at the 
approximate year when this Neptunian in- 
fluence may be expected to operate most 
powerfully in your Life. Thus, a person born 
November 23 would experience these Nep- 
tunian developments in the year 1928; If the 
Birthdate is November 29 the effect should 
have been most powerful in 1931 but if your 
Birthdate should be December 7 then you 
may expect the professional developments 
incident to this Neptune transit about 1935. 

Neptune primarily symbolizes the Principle 
of Evolution in Nature. The onward surge 
of Life beating ceaselessly, relentlessly upon 
the rock-bound coast of Human Conscious- 
ness until the cold hard facts of the limited 
and well-defined Present are dissolved and 
held fluid as a nameless, indefinite, undefin- 

able, but illimitable Future. This is the 
Planet of DISSOLUTION (on all Planes) 
and insofar as the Physical Body is concerned 
Neptune is often associated with DEATH. 
This is the Universal Solvent whose func- 
tion is to disorganize and resolve into chaos 
all values, standards and concretions of form. 
This is the Planet of INFLATION. There 
can be no fixed standards of value when 
Neptune is in command. After the dissolu- 
tion of the elements of any body or organ- 
ization is completed by Neptune the Principle 





of Crystallization (symbolized by Saturn) 
may then operate to bring order out of the 
resultant chaos by reorganizing these ele- 
ments according to some new Form or plan. 
Thus a process of evolution is consummated 
which would not be possible did not Nep 
tune the planet of dissolution first release 
these elements from the confines and limita- 
tions of the old Form. It is important to 
realize the full implication of the above which 
is that Manifestation of a definite or enduring 
nature (in any department of Life) cannot 
proceed from Neptune alone and is not pos- 
sible where this planetary power is allowed 
to work uncontrolled and undirected by the 
focusing power of Saturn. As Max Heindel 
so well expressed the idea—‘Manifestation 
implies limitation’—Limitation of any kind 
is entirely foreign to the nature of Neptune. 
Under this Magic Ray “all things are (poten- 
tially) possible.” When all things are pos 
sible—NOTHING can take form. 

Neptune is Man’s point of contact with 
Cosmic or Universal intelligence. In an in 
dividual sense it symbolizes the INTEL- 
LECTUAL SOUL—your balance in the 
Bank of Wisdom. By the power of Neptune 
—planet of Divinity—Man approaches more 
closely to his divine heritage than by any 
other means. This is the threshold of the 
‘“‘Father’s House.” 

In Human Consciousness*Neptune symbol- 
izes the “Utopian Urge” that urges Man to 
seek and catch a vision of an ideal future 
which vastly transcends the facts and limita- 
tions of present circumstances and condi- 
tions. In this Magic Mirror of spiritual or 
psychic (soul) consciousness one may be- 
come aware of some ideal goal to strive for 
though it may never be attained—a tantal- 
izing dream or promise of happiness, wealth 
achievement, etc. that for some reason diffi 
cult to define may never materialize yet is 
sufficiently real in appearance to furnish an 
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incentive. This influence may result in some 
notable achievement but rarely of that which 
the individual consciously desires to achieve 
or in the form originally visualized. The 
beautiful vision that Neptune dangles before 
our eyes—-so closely, yet ever just beyond 
our reach—is not likely to bear any resem- 
blance to the real purpose or the ultimate re- 
sults of our activities. Yet if the child of 
Neptune should fail to achieve his conscious 
purpose his failure may nevertheless be a suc- 
cess. The Neptune vision is then known to 
have been merely the bait that lured him 
along the path of Evolution. In striving for 
the unattainable he developed spiritual 
strength and intelligence—he developed into 
a winner even though he may have failed to 
attain his conscious objective. One day this 
Neptunian failure will win a glorious victory 
as a result of the abilities developed under 
the heartbreaking struggles and disappoint- 
ments incident to this planet. Neptune does 
not grant material rewards, he is rather “A 
Maker of Men.” Those who fail to realize 
the true function of this Planet and who 
make the mistake of accepting his promises 
at their face value—who pin their hopes to 
his apparent promise of material gain and 
benefit (without effort and without cost) 
will find that this planet symbolizes for them 
the tragedy of disillusionment—than which 
there is no greater tragedy. For such the 
Neptunian ideal eventually is revealed as but 
a Mirage in a desert of dead hopes that lures 
traveller onward—but in vain—until he pass- 
es into merciful oblivion. It must be ad- 
mitted however that the victims of Neptune 
always die happy no matter how pitiable 
their plight may appear to others. 

We hope that our Sagittarian friends will 
not be unduly depressed by the superficially 
pessimistic picture of Neptune that we have 
painted in the preceding paragraphs. We 
hope rather that they will be aided thereby 
to a realization of the true significance of this 
transit through their department of Profes- 
sion, Honor, Credit, social standing and pre- 
ferment as a preparation for greater achieve- 
ments to follow after this planet of dissolu- 
tion has completed its revolutionary work. 

Under this influence Professional changes 
of considerable magnitude may take place. 
This may mark the commencement of a new 
line of work—A NEW CAREER—You may 
catch a vision of some new objective to be 





attained, possibly you may become inter- 
ested in some vast project or some scheme 
quite relatively cosmic in scope. This may 
be almost anything according to the natural 
inclinations and consciousness of the individ- 
ual, although the Neptunian qualities of 
mysticism, idealism, religion, etc. will no 
doubt be much in evidence. In any case we 
hope that your ideal is a worthy one and that 
you do not fall a prey to the subtle dangers 
listed above as peculiar to this planet; be- 
cause, God help you if you ever become dis- 
illusioned. Under the inspiration of and 
through devotion to this Neptunian ideal you 
may indeed accomplish much yet you might 
as well realize that you will probably never 
attain your original objective for the simple 
reason that it is probably NOT, in fact, the 
real purpose of your activities regardless of 
what you may think about it. What you 
will most probably attain will be something 
quite different which from your point of view 
may appear quite incidental yet from which 
you will ultimately derive much more real 
and enduring benefits than you could ever 
have found in that Neptunian shadow (which 
by comparison seemed so real to you.) The 
Mariner who guides his course safely over 
the trackless sea by the light of a Star event- 
ually reaches port—not the star—he never 
expected to reach the star. Even-so should 
you seek in Neptune an ideal which may be 
to you a Star of Hope by which you may 
guide your course straight—It might lead 
you to Bethlehem. In any case Neptune will 
teach you that how you play “the game” is 
most important—not whether you win or 
lose. 

It will help if you realize the true nature 
of this Planetary symbol otherwise it might 
be a very confusing influence upon your pro- 
fessional life. The natural tendency of Nep- 
tune, in accordance with its function as a 
solvent and disorganizer, is to diffuse your 
energies, activities and thoughts over too 
large a field with the result that you may 
become all tang!ed up in a maze of conflict- 
ing interests. It will get your affairs hopeless- 
ly involved unless you force yourself to con- 
centrate your thoughts and activities strictly 
upon ONE THING AT A TIME —this ap- 
plies to the smallest affairs of life as well as 
your larger interests. You should study and 
practise the art of elimination and strive to 
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bring your forces to a focus on one definite 
objective and make everything you do serve 
that purpose. It is not so important what 
your objective is, as it is important that you 
have one—and only one. You might find it 
profitable to take this useful little tip from 
Thomas Carlyle—the Apostle of Work—“Do 
the duty that lies nearest to thee and thy 
second will have already become clearer.” 
The conjunction of Jupiter with Neptune 
in September 1932 released the Neptun‘an 
forces as above described, and gave special 
power to this transit of Neptune. It may 
have marked the commencement of a new 
professional influence in any case a process 
of evolution commenced at that time which 
should reach its culmination in March 1936 
at which time the opposition of Saturn to 
Neptune may stop the works and clamp the 
lid down tight again insofar as chaotic and 
idealistic tendencies are concerned at least. 
However of this as of all aspects a construc- 
tive development and result is also possible. 
This opposition of Saturn symbol of the 
Principle of Crystallization may operate to 
bring the Neptunian forces to a focus and 
may thereby precipitate the Salts (element) 
thrown into solution by the Jupiter transit 
of 1932 and thus may crystallize a beautiful 
structure of achievement. The Neptune 
Power of dissolution released by the Jupiter 
transit in 1932 having produced a super sat- 
urated solution. It only remains for you to 
supply the plan or form for ultimate realiza- 
tion, which you may do by intensive thought 
and work directed to a definite objective or 
ideal in the meantime, then when the crystal- 
lizing power of Saturn gets to work in 1936 
you may expect this chaotic mixture of in- 
terests, activities, associations, etc., to be 
precipitated into a definite organization in 
accordance with your dominant ideal, purpose 
or objective. We warn you however that this 
will mean limitation, since manifestation 
(always) implies limitation, and if you should 
fail to properly realize this fact and refuse 
to submit to limitation or bow down willing- 
ly to Necessity as symbolized by Saturn, then 
we fear that Saturn may freeze the entire 
enterprise, throw the works into reverse and 
you into a state of suspended animation, at 
least Professionally. It all depends on you 
~—-what you do following September 1932— 
the ideal you have built and finally on how 
you react to the planet of organization, law 


and order (Saturn) when his restraining 
hand is laid upon your activities (in 1936). 
Try to see the true purpose of Saturn, try to 
realize that “what necessity may dictate is 
(really) wisest and best, and a necessary 
condition for definite and enduring manifes- 
tation of your ideal, then you may look for- 
ward to this Saturn transit (opposing Nep- 
tune) as promising. the probable realiza- 
tion of your greatest ambition in life. We 
only suffer when (through ignorance) we ig- 
nore, resent or try to oppose the operation of 
Natural Law. What we must learn is to ac- 
cept life as we find it and try to understand 
the true meaning of our environment and 
what happens apart from our emotional re- 
actions to these events. To the degree that 
we thus understand the true purpose of life 
in relation to us, and as symbolized by events, 
are we in a position to control events, but as 
Coué so aptly expressed a great truth “we 
cannot solve a mathematical. problem by 
mauling the book with a can opener.” 
Uranus has been friendly to the natives of 
Sagittaries since May of 1927. Those born 
during the last two weeks of November and 
the first week of December have already felt 
this influence. For those born the second week 
of December it is now in full force. From 
the pioneering, progressive sign Aries, this 
influence is likely to bring many sudden and 
radical changes for the better in your affairs. 
Both Uranus and Aries tend toward de- 
partures from the old and established order 
of things—new lines of activity and thought; 
therefore, you should have opportunities to 
escape from binding conditions and realize 
your subconscious desires. Uranus is the 
planet which, more than any other, tends to 
grant you the desires of your heart; there- 
fore, under this influence you should find 
freedom, whatever this may happen to mean 
to you. Basically it promises complete self- 
expression in a constructive way, with result- 
ant success in your undertakings. Specifically 
the tendency is toward a romantic affair of 
the heart, since it is the Sagittarius fifth 
house. Under the benevolent influence of 
Uranus you are liable to develop an interest 
in the organization of some _ out-of-the- 
ordinary venture, something which might be 
classed as unconventional; and it might be 
said that to the degree that you supply this 
requirement and are original will your suc- 
cess be great, because Uranus does not favor 
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limitation or progress along traditional lines. 

The conjunction of Jupiter with Uranus in 
June 1927 (and again in January 1928) re- 
leased the Uranian forces and started a pro- 
cess of evolution along Uranian lines and in 
the manner indicated in the analysis of this 
influence given above. This may have taken 
a wide variety of forms in individual cases. 
To many natives of Sagittaries it may have 
brought a new Heart interest of an unusual 
nature or in some extraordinary and decided- 
ly romantic manner. Otherwise there may 
have been some unusual manifestation of the 
creative and inventive powers in a manner 
similar to that indicated in the above analysis. 
In any case the promise of this conjunction 
and the creative process commenced at that 
time may be expected to be fulfilled and con- 
summated under the opposition of Jupiter 
and Uranus which takes place in February 
1934. A conjunction is an aspect of incep- 
tion, conception and commencement; An op- 
position is an aspect of culmination, consum- 
mation, fulfillment and conclusion. One 
marks the Beginning of a Cycle and the other 
the end of a cycle. This is true of all con- 
junctions and oppositions but is particularly 
worthy of consideration when Major Planets 
are involved. 

During 1933 and 1934 Saturn in transit 
through Aquarius will be in the Solar Third 
House of those born in the sign Sagittaries. 
This should make the mind more than ordin- 
arily serious, and sober, increasing any na- 
tural capacity there may be for deep thought, 
research, etc. and enhancing the power of 
concentration. There may be in evidence an 
unwonted tendency to delve into and ability 
to grapple successfully with the more pro- 
found problems of life. 

Saturn, at this time should be all told a 
very helpful influence upon Sagittaries inas- 
much as this planet in course of this transit 
is placed in very harmonious relationship to 
other major planets. The successive trines 
of Jupiter to Saturn; October 1933, March 
1934, and September 1934 should bring last- 
ing benefits. Influential friends, beneficial 
relations with older relatives, (and elders in 
general) also successful relations with those 
in Authority (excellent for professional ad- 
vancement—bringing enduring success) and 
finally these configurations (in consideration 


of the signs and houses involved) are very 


favorable for Marriage, Partnerships and 
Legal affairs. 

The sextile of Saturn to Uranus June 1934 
offers an opportunity for some readjustment 
in your system of relationships which should 
be relatively permanent and also linked up in 
some way with the emotional (romantic) in- 
fluence of Uranus in Aries as previously ex- 
plained. This promises the satisfactory and 
definite (even if delayed) realization of these 
Uranian ambitions and desires.

those born in Sagittaries. 
of the relation Jupiter in Libra bears to the 
other major planets during this transit this 
should bring to our Sagittarian friends many 
wonderful, helpful and, at times, beautiful 
friendships. These are likely to be most 
satisfactory under the Jupiter-Saturn trines 
(previously mentioned). That is to say dur- 
ing periods marked by the months of 
October 1933, March 1934 and September 
1934. 

There is likely to be quite an epochal de- 
velopment along these lines about February 
1934 (under the opposition of Jupiter to 
Uranus). This, as previously explained is an 
aspect of POLARIZATION and fulfillment. 
This could mark the final development of 
some unusual friendship, possibly a sudden 
and somewhat unexpected or sensational real- 
ization through some old acquaintanceship 
of many years (from which nothing of im- 
portance has ever been expected). Perhaps 
the renewal of an old friendship which has 
been quiescent (possibly quite forgotten) for

Western the record abounds in 
and the guidance through their folly from 
on high. The alternate is the biological 


conception—that we just grew up—and 
where is there a thoughtful mind who would 
prefer that view? Others of the more fixedly 
earth-bound eyes may strike a compromise 
and call it Luck. But the advance guard of 


modern science, its illuminated savants, 
agree that Law not Luck governs all forma- 
tion—all form from the condensation of en- 
ergy into microscopic particles to the most 
distant star on the frontier of cosmic chaos. 
From the code-book of this Law—the Kab- 
bala of Numbers,—that which we know in 
part shall become a coherent chain of Cause 
and effect whereby the glorious destiny of 
this Nation will stand revealed to, in Time, 
possess its soul.

That was enough. Thenceforth they were 
virtually a free people over whom the Crown 
never regained control. The clock struck.

dian at his highest power. 


July 4th 1653 the horoscope for the Concep- 
tion of the Nation may be accurately erected. 
It marks the beginning of the 9th century of 
the Western World and the Ist of strictly 


American history. His act on that 
which distinguished him forever, was an as- 
sertion of power never before witnessed since 


Babylon. He 
appointed the Parliament of England, one 


Nebuchadnezzar reigned in 
hundred and forty men, thereby conveying 
to its people the first representative govern 
ment in the history of the Christian Era.

Absolute monarchs may appoint their hench- 
men in whose servility they relatively stand 
alone. But none was greater than a mere 


king, all of whom Cromwell transcended in 


his apotheosis above the commonality of 


kings.

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Rectification of Horoscopes 
New Method 


Students of Astrology usually discover 
early in their studies that the chief difficulty 
in the accurate delineation of a Horoscope is 
due to the fact that the birth data on which 
we base our calculations is so frequently 
unreliable, particularly in the matter of birth 
hour. Even when this is presumably known 
accurately our deductions often miscarry 
in the most provoking manner which, on the 
assumption that Astrology is a_ science, 
proves that there is something seriously 
wrong either with our method of calculation 
or with the method of interpretation. This is 
in our estimation one condition which pre- 
vents the acceptance of Astrology in the 
scientific circles. The birth hour is rarely 
more than approximate, and of course no 
matter how reliable the system may be, if 
it is based on approximation ,the results can- 
not be other than approximate, or if, as is so 
frequently the case, our premise is purely an 
assumption or wholly false, then we cannot 
hope to arrive at any conclusions that are in 
any sense scientific. The scientist accus- 
tomed to basing his investigations on proven 
or self-evident facts and who approaches the 
Unknown from the standpoint of the Known, 
will contend in the words of Des Cartes that 
“Nothing can be proved or disproved from 
unproved premises;” he will at once call at- 
tention to this birth hour approximation as 
one weak link in the chain of our argument. 
Given two scientific facts we can arrive at a 
third which will then also be a fact, and 
using this method in every case, we can hope 
to make a scientific investigation of the mat- 
ter; but when one of these two factors is an 
assumption or subject to accidental influences 
we are hopelessly at sea. It is a well-known 
fact that the birth hour can be hastened or 
retarded by outside influences or accidental 
events, and if we would attempt to include 
these accidental occurrences as part of a pre- 
destined order which should determine the 
birth of a child at a certain moment, then 
insofar as the mother of the child is con- 
cerned, we have distinctly made her subject 
to fatalistic circumstances over which she 
personally could have no control. This we 
do not believe to be in accordance with the 
facts. 

The perfected stage in which we found 
Astrology and the comparatively little addi- 
tion to that knowledge which has been made 
in recent centuries, leads us to believe that 
the Astrologers of old Atlantis must have 
had some reliable system in addition to the 
hour of birth as a basis for their calculations. 
Early in the study of Astrology the writer 
realized his helplessness before this fatal 
weakness in the science and set about to 
find some way of overcoming it. The various 
methods of rectification in use did not seem 


to meet the requirements but merely pushed 
the problem a little more into the back- 
ground, for the birth hour was still the basis 
for calculation. What was required was some 
additional fact in relation to the individual 
which was comparable in accuracy with the 
birth date. In answer to this the first thing 
that was suggested was the birth date of one 
of the parents, and in choosing which parent, 
that of the mother was selected because her 
influence over the child was of the most 
direct and enduring nature. Our reasoning 
was thus: If the sign positions indicate char- 
acter, and the house positions environment, 
it was reasonable to assume that the focus of 
the mother’s consciousness during pregnancy 
would have something to do with the forma- 
tion of the environment in which the infant 
would find itself at birth. We had to find 
some variable factor in the mother’s Chart 
which changed with sufficient rapidity to ac- 
count for the variation in characteristics of 
children of the same parents. The mother’s 
Mon was selected as this variable factor and 
focus of consciousness. It was thought that 
possibly the mother’s progressed Moon 
would be the key. It seemed reasonable to 
assume that the degree of the mother’s 
progressed Moon during the year of the 
child’s birth should occupy a key position in 
the Horoscope of the child. The following 
hypothesis was finally evolved. 


The mothers’ progressed Moon during 
the year of the child’s birth marks the 
Midheaven for a male birth, and the cusp 
of the fourth house for a female birth. 


At first the progressed Moon of the 
mother was calculated accurately from its 
progressed position in the Ephemeris for the 
year of the child’s birthdate, but the results 
were never quite satisfactory and the system 
gave surprising reversals of form until the 
following method was adopted. 


The mother’s age in the year of the 
child’s birth is multiplied by thirteen, 
and the number of degrees thus obtained 
is added to the position of the Moon as 
given for Greenwich Noon on the day of 
the mother’s birth. The resultant degree 
and minute is accepted as the progressed 
Moon of the mother for this purpose. 


It should be noted that in arriving at the 
mother’s age, we do not take her age on the 
birthdate nearest to the child’s birth which 
in some cases might be the following year, 
but it is always her age THE YEAR OF 
THE CHILD’S BIRTH. Thus, if the 
mother’s birthdate was in February and the 
child was born in December 1929, it would 
be the mother’s age on her birthdate in 1929 
that would be used. The explanation of this

We are not advancing this system as the 


last word on the subject. We fully realize 
that there is still an element of uncertainty 
in the majority of cases; however, it reduces 
the number of possible Ascendants to two. 
Subsequent research indicates that it is often 


advisable to accept the Ascendant which 
gives an hour closest to the hour of birth. 
Anyone who will undertake to test this 


method with the mind unclouded by pre- 
conceived ideas or traditional prejudices, will 
find that the Horoscope will become consid- 
erably less of a Chinese puzzle. Granting 
that Astrology is scientific and that the 
Horoscope is erected correctly, it should be 
possible to give an accurate personal descrip- 
tion of the Native, both physically and tem- 
peramentally, and also to delineate other 
Departments of the Chart with an accuracy 
and detail that leaves absolutely no doubt as 
to whom the Chart belongs; moreover, prim- 
ary vga should show the events to the 
exact year without any of the complications 
usually ele ed in this part of the work. For 
instance, when the M. C, is the angle affected, 
we should not find Seventh House matters 
coming into prominence without some strong 
and direct indication from that direction. The 
confusion existing on this point always 
presents great difficulties to the Astrological 
student who uses the birth hour system 
alone. Usually the Astrologer is under the 
necessity of disentangling a mass of con- 
radictory testimony which puts a _ great 
strain on our far-famed but much overrated 
intuition. All of this should be unnecessary, 
for the di stinguishing quality of Truth is its 
simplicity. 


One word « ¥ caution is necessary in using 
this method, that is regarding the necessity 
of being te sure fhat your information 
relative to the mother’s birthdate is reliable. 
In our experience it is amazing how often 
this is incorrect. In many cases where 


of the two Ascendants arrived at by 
calculations were in agreement 
with tl facts as known from personal 
knowlege of the individual in question, we 
were almost invariably able to prove that the 
mother’s birthdate, as given, was incorrect. 

We believe that there is yet some law to 
be discovered which would include in the 
equation the birthdate of the father.

Regardless of temporary advances or reac- 
tions from time to time it is my belief that 
the present Market Cycle commenced in 
August and will end in November.
